Dr.  Jonathan  Steinberg 
To  Deliver  Selihot  Lecture 

Dr.  Jonathan  Steinberg,  son  of  the  late 
Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg,  rabbi  of  Park  Ave¬ 
nue  Synagogue  from  1933  to  1950,  has  been 
invited  to  deliver  the  lecture  on  Selihot, 
Saturday  evening,  September  15th  at  9:00 
p.m. 

A  Coffee  Hour  beginning  at  8:15  p.m.  will 
precede  the  lecture  and  a  Choral  Meditation 
will  take  place  at  9:45  p.m.  after  the 
lecture. 

The  Selihot  Service  will  take  place  at  10:00 
yi.  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz,  with  the 
jiagogue’s  High  Holy  Day  Choir,  di¬ 
rected  by  Neil  Robinson,  will  chant  the 
traditional  Selihot  liturgy,  with  prayers  led 
by  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln. 

It  is  a  tradition  among  Jews  to  recite  peni¬ 
tential  prayers  and  listen  to  a  lecture  on  the 
Saturday  evening  prior  to  Rosh  Hashanah, 
to  prepare  intellectually  for  the  approach  of 
the  High  Holy  Days. 

Jonathan  Steinberg  was  born  in  New  York 
in  1934  and  graduated  from  Harvard  Col¬ 
lege  in  1955.  After  a  period  in  investment 
banking,  he  took  his  doctorate  at  Cambr¬ 
idge  and  has  been  a  University  Lecturer  in 
History,  Fellow  and  Tutor,  at  Trinity  Hall, 
Cambridge  University  since  1966. 

He  is  the  author  of  Yesterdays  Deterrent: 
Tirpitz  and  the  Birth  of  the  German  Battle 
Fleet  (1965)  and  Why  Switzerland?  (1976). 

Dr.  Steinberg  will  speak  on  “An  Italian 
Conspiracy  to  Save  Jews  1941  to  1943,” 
based  on  his  most  recent  book  entitled  All 
or  Nothing:  The  Axis  and  the  Holocaust, 
1941  to  1943  (London:  Routledge,  Chap¬ 
man,  and  Hall,  1990). 

Jonathan  Steinberg  is  married,  has  three 
ons,  and  lives  in  Duxford,  Cambridge- 
hire.

Mr.  Rosensaft  is  Senior  Associate  Counsel 
for  Chase  Manhattan  Bank,  concentrating 
on  international  litigation,  and  President  of 
Labor  Zionist  Alliance.  He  was  one  of  the 
five  people,  including  Rita  Hauser,  who 
met  with  PLO  Chairman  Yasir  Arafat  in 
Stockholm  in  December,  1988,  for  which

he  and  the  other  four  persons  received  the 
Jewish  Peace  Fellowship’s  Abraham  Hes- 
chel  Peace  Award. 

He  will  discuss  “The  Middle  East  Peace 
Process:  A  Personal  Perspective,”  about 
how  his  views  have  changed  since  the  initial 
peace  talks  with  Yasir  Arafat. 

After  the  December,  1988  meeting,  Mr. 
Rosensaft  called  for  an  end  to  the  U.S.- 
PLO  dialogue  he  helped  initiate.  Two  of  the 
four  other  members  of  the  meeting,  Drora 
Kass  and  Rita  Hauser,  did  not. 

The  developments  after  his  1988  meeting 
with  Arafat  “have  not  invalidated  his  mo¬ 
tive  in  going  to  Stockholm,  but  have  forced 
him  to  revise  his  estimate  of  Arafat’s  ability 
to  keep  his  commitments.  I  thought  Arafat 
had  to  be  put  to  the  test.  Now  I  think  he  isn’t 
passing.”  ( Forward ,  July  27,  1990) 

Joining  the  discussion  will  be  Rabbi  David 
Lincoln,  with  his  perspectives  on  the  Mid¬ 
dle  East  peace  process.  A  question  and 
answer  period  will  follow  their  discussions.

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

Rosh  Hashanah  Memories 

Memories  of  the  High  Holy  Days  arouse  a 
mixture  of  good  feeling  and  perplexity  in 
famous  Jews  of  Eastern  European  descent. 
A  few  years  ago  the  letters  of  Chaim 
Weizmann  were  published  in  23  volumes 
and  typical  of  many  of  his  Rosh  Hashanah 
letters  is  one  from  Homel  to  his  friend,  Leo 
Motzkin,  in  Berlin,  dated  September  11, 
1899,  five  days  after  the  holiday. 

“...Lectures  on  Zionism  have  begun  in 
every  town.... The  Yamim  Noraim  give  us 
an  opportunity  of  carrying  out  propaganda 
among  the  broad  masses  of  the  people.. .  .They 
are  amazingly  responsive:  as  soon  as  they 
leave  the  synagogue  they  would  at  once  like 
to  do  something...” 

There  is  a  very  different,  a  much  more 
bitter  mixture  of  elements  from  the  same 
background  in  the  life  of  Isaac  Deutscher, 
the  biographer  of  Trotsky,  as  revealed  in  his 
book  The  Non-Jewish  Jew.  As  a  child  he 
had  been  a  talmudic  prodigy  who  studied 
with  the  Gerer  Rebbe  and  was  proclaimed  a 
rabbi  at  age  thirteen.  He  was  soon  to 
surrender  wholly  to  Marx  and  looked  back 
with  spite  on  his  Jewish  origins. 

Yet  something  lingered.  We  hear  in  the 
introduction  to  the  book,  by  his  widow, 
Tamara,  that  he  often  talked  of  how,  at  the 
age  of  14,  he  had  defied  everything  in  his 
origins  by  eating  a  ham  sandwich  on  Yom 
Kippur  in  a  Jewish  cemetery  to  win  a  bet 
from  a  non-Jewish,  Marxist  friend.  But  he 
also  spoke  of  his  remorse.  He  didn’t  mind 
offending  God,  he  said,  but  he  had  betrayed 
his  parents. 

To  get  the  true  flavor  of  the  Yamim  Noraim 
in  Eastern  Europe,  one  turns  from  Deutscher 
to  Shmarya  Levin,  who  was  born  in  Swis- 
lowitz  in  1867,  became  a  Zionist  leader  in 


America,  and  left,  among  his  writings,  a 
warm  book  of  memoirs  called  Childhood  in 
Exile. 

As  a  child,  he  was  very  proud  that  Swislow- 
itz  was  on  two  rivers,  the  Beresina  and  the 
Swisla,  which  flowed  into  the  Beresina.  It 
meant  that  when  Jews,  in  a  ritual  gesture, 
cast  their  sins  into  running  water  during  the 
tashlich  ceremony  on  Rosh  Hashanah,  one 
had  a  choice:  “If  you  liked,  you  could 
patronize  the  Beresina;  and  if  you  liked, 
you  went  to  the  Swisla,  flung  your  trans¬ 
gressions  into  it,  and  had  them  carried  down 
to  the  far-off  Dnieper,  thence  to  the  Black 
Sea,  to  be  lost  at  last  in  the  oceans  which 
encircle  the  globe.”

In  Our  Homes 

Rosh  Hashanah 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a 
festive  occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disci¬ 
plined  by  the  sacred  traditions  of  home  and 
synagogue.  Although  the  observance  of  the 
High  Holy  Days  is  centered  in  the  syna¬ 
gogue,  it  is  in  the  home  where  family 
members  prepare  to  meet  the  New  Year  in  a 
spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive  to 
prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which 
symbolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is 
set  with  a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers, 
candles  and  wine.  Round  hallot,  symboliz¬ 
ing  a  full  round  year,  apples  and  a  dish  of 
honey  for  a  sweet  year  complete  the  sym¬ 
bolic  representations  on  the  holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting 
of  the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precede 
the  festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh 
Hashanah.  The  following  blessings  are  re¬ 
cited  over  the  candles:

Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  ve- 
higiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach 
this  season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the  Motzi 
is  recited  over  the  round  hallah: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-are tz. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread 
from  the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the 
apple  in  honey  and  recite  the  following 
blessing  and  prayer: 

Ye  hi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Elo¬ 
heinu  v’Elohei  avoteinu,shetehadesh 
aleiynu  shanah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  0  Lord  our  God,  to 
renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New 
Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh  Hasha¬ 
nah,  a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preceded 
by  the  daytime  kiddush  and  the  Motzi: 


Tiku  vahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  I’yom 
hagenu,  kihokV  Yisraelhu,  mishpat  l  Elo- 
hey  Yaaqkov. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is  L’ Sha¬ 
nah  Tovah  Tikatavu  -  May  you  be  inscribed 
for  a  good  year. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion 
which  is  observed  entirely  in  the  syna¬ 
gogue.  But  the  meal  which  precedes  the  fast 
of  Erev  Yom  Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a 
spiritual  experience  for  the  entire  family. 
The  meal  is  eaten  early  so  that  the  family 
can  be  in  the  synagogue  before  sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon  -  the  grace 
after  meals  -  the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and 
the  following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav 
vetzivanu  lehadlik  ner  shel  Yom  HaKip- 
purim. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by 
The  Commandments  and  has  commanded 
us  to  kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  ve- 
higiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach 
this  season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast 
until  they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a 
tradition  that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in 
part,  to  the  extent  they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  pleas¬ 
ures  is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath 
of  Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and 
tradition  state  that  the  maintenance  of  life 
and  health  is  a  prime  religious  duty.  If  a 
person  is  ill  or  weak,  it  is  the  obligation  of 
the  individual  to  consult  a  physician  on  the 
wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for 
the  deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial 
Lights  must  be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles 
are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the 
Kol  Nidre  service,  parents  bless  their  chil¬ 
dren  by  placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of 


each  one.  Such  blessings  are  introduced  by 
the  following  prayer,  to  which  parents  can 
add  words  of  their  own,  appropriate  for  the 
age  and  needs  of  each  child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true, 
faithful  and  honorable  son  of  Israel,  as 
were  Ephraim  and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of 
Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a 
faithful  and  honorable  daughter  of  Is¬ 
rael,  as  were  our  mothers  Sarah,  Re¬ 
becca,  Rachel,  and  Leah. 

Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house  to 
attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of 
the  family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for 
the  wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done, 
knowingly  or  unknowingly,  during  the  year. 

In  Our  Congregation 

Shabbat  Shuvah 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between  Rosh  Hasha¬ 
nah  and  Yom  Kippur  is  called  Shabbat 
Shuvah,  from  the  Haftarah  portion  of  that 
Sabbath  which  begins  with  the  wor 
Shuvah,  meaning  “return”  (repent).  Dui 
ing  Shabbat  Services,  Rabbi  David  H.  Lin¬ 
coln  will  deliver  a  sermon  entitled  “Ro- 
senzweig’s  Philosophy  of  Repentance.”  The 
sermon  begins  at  11  a.m. 

For  the  Hearing  Impaired 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Samuel 
Wimpfheimer.  it  is  now  possible  for  those 
who  are  hearing  impaired  to  use  head  sets 
while  attending  services.  Please  inform  the 
synagogue  office  if  you  wish  to  avail  your¬ 
self  of  this  convenience. 

Tzedakah 

As  a  caring  community,  congregants  are 
asked  to  consider  the  needs  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue  at  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal  and  the  two 
social  outreach  programs  which  it  supports 
year  round:  The  Food  Pantry  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  For  The  Homeless. 

Congregants  are  asked  to  respond  as  gener¬ 
ously  as  possible  to  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal. 
The  funds  generated  by  this  annual  cam¬ 
paign  help  balance  the  annual  budget  of  the 
synagogue  which  includes  the  Religious 
School  program  and  social  service  outreach 
programs. 

The  Food  Pantry,  operated  by  our  High 
School  students,  supplies  food  packages  to 
more  than  one  hundred  poor  families  in  our 
neighborhood.  The  cost  of  this  program  is 
$10  per  family,  per  week.  Let  your  heart 
dictate  to  you  how  you  wish  to  support  this

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Jewish  Law  and  Tradition 

Why  are  six  people  called  up  for  the  reading 
of  the  Torah  on  Yom  Kippur,  as  compared 
to  seven  on  the  Sabbath,  and  five  on  the 
festivals? 

Tractate  Megila  (22b)  states  that  three  peo¬ 
ple  are  called  up:  a  Kohen,  a  Levite,  and  an 
Israelite  for  the  ordinary  weekday  reading. 
This  is  the  basic  number.  But  a  further 
aliyah  is  added  on  days  when  something 
additional  is  stated  in  the  Bible  for  that  day. 

On  Rosh  Chodesh  and  Choi  Hamoed,  in 
Temple  times,  an  additional  sacrifice  (the 
musaf)  was  offered.  Hence  a  further  aliyah 
is  added  on  those  days.  On  festivals,  since 
work  is  forbidden,  an  additional  aliyah  is 
added,  totalling  five. 

Since  Yom  Kippur  has  additional  features, 
such  as  fasting,  the  total  number  of  aliyot  is 
six.  And  since  Shabbat  has  still  more  fea¬ 
tures,  the  number  becomes  seven. 

Most  authorities  hold  that  while  it  is  permit¬ 
ted  to  add  to  the  aliyot  on  Shabbat,  this 
should  not  be  done  on  Yom  Kippur,  on  the 
festivals,  and  on  other  days  in  order  to 
maintain  the  distinction  between  them. 

)Since  we  do  not  normally  wear  a  talit  at 
nightime,  why  do  we  wear  one  on  Kol  Nidre 
night? 

The  chief  reason  for  wearing  a  talit  is  to 
carry  out  the  precept  of  tzitzit,  the  fringes  of 
a  four-cornered  garment  (Numbers  15:37- 
4). 

Since  the  verse  says  of  the  tzitzit  “that  you 
may  look”  (Numbers  15:39),  the  rabbis  say 
that  the  precept  of  tzitzit  applies  only  when 
the  fringes  can  be  seen  without  artificial 
light,  that  is,  by  day  and  not  by  night. 

Hence  there  is  no  obligation  to  wear  a  talit  at 
night;  and  since  there  is  no  obligation,  the 
benediction  must  not  be  recited. 

There  is,  however,  a  secondary  purpose  in 
wearing  a  talit.  This  is  to  be  wrapped  around 
with  a  “prayer  shawl”  as  an  aid  to  concen¬ 
tration  and  as  a  token  of  special  respect, 
which  is  why  the  chazan  normally  wears  a 
talit  even  for  the  night  prayers  (though  he 
does  not  recite  the  benediction). 

It  is  the  custom  in  most  places  for  the 
congregation  to  wear  the  talit  on  Kol  Nidre 
night,  perhaps  because  of  the  special  solem¬ 
nity  of  this  night  or,  as  some  suggest, 
because  Israel  is  like  the  angelic  forces 
described  in  the  Bible  as  “clothed  in  white.” 

Isserles  (Orach  Chaim  18:1)  rules,  conse¬ 
quently,  that  the  talit  should  be  put  on  while 
it  is  still  day,  before  the  Kol  Nidre  service 
begins,  and  then  the  benediction  can  be 
recited  over  it.
